No spot for a landfill 



The hearings presently being heldby the" 
Lake County-Board's blue ribbon Lake Coun- 
ty Regional Pollution Control^ Hearing Com- 
mittee are a real joke when you cut right 
through to the nitty gritty. 
- Not in the sense of their design. The County 
Board had good intentions when it set up the 
process .for review of landfill .site ap- 
plications made to the county board.- 

iWhat is a travesty is that thousands of 
dollars of both public and private funds are 
being spent and thousands of man-hours tied 
up in gathering testimony that honestly wjll. 
provide little enlightenment. _'■ - 

Everybody knew going into, the hearings 
that all of the Waste Management testimony 
would be in favor of the site and all of the 
village of Antioch's testimony would be in op- 
position: And no matter, what the real truth 
is, it's possible to find, and hire, an expert to 
testify that just about any fact is true. 

So what we have, in the end is a special 
county board committee, made- up of 




residents from outside of the Antioch area, 
supposedly pouring through pages of con- 
flicting sworn testimony in making a recom- 
mendation to the county board. 

The landfill issue has become" one of 
desperate concern in Antioch, so much so 
that it has become an emotional rallying 
point for 'the entire community, and rightly 
so. y 

Although we'll be the first to admit that 
landfills are a necessary evil, history has 
shown that landfills can have a tremendous 
negative impact on a community. [ 

Just last week it' was announced that the 
Wauconda landfill, operated, by John 
Obenauf, who is the "0" in HOD, was added 
to the list of landfill sites considered to be the 
■worst in the country. - * 

Although Obenauf has said that only 
household waste was deposited in the land- 
fill, it is known that industrial waste was also 
deposited there. The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency says tests show con- 



centra tions of ammonia, chloride, boron, 
polychlorinated biphenyls (PCB's) and 
dimethylphenol, a cleaning product, are not 
only in the landfill, but leaching into the 
groundwater, contaminating neighboring 
wells as "well as Mutton , Creek, the main 
tributary to Island Lake. 

This may be an extreme example, but no 
matter what the experts say in their 
testimony, there NfcVER has been a landfill 
constructed that did not, or will not, even- 
tually leak. NEVER. And once the landfill is 
completely filled and covered over, who 
maintains it to instfre that it doesn't leak? Af- 
ter three years it will be Lake County. 

We don't have enough faith in the county's 
concern for little old Antioch that it will con- 
sistantly provide the amounts of funds 
necessary to properly maintain this landfill, . 

We don't have enough faith in Waste 
Management's concerns for the area, or 
their ability, that the landfill will NEVER 



leach. 

. We don't have enough faith in the fact that 
if the landfill is constructed and finished, it 
will be properly maintained so as to assure 
that it does' not pollute the Village of An- 
tioch's well located near the site, or the 
aquifer which provides drinking water for 
much of Lake County. 

. Because of these concerns we believe the 
expansion of the present landfill should be 
rejected and alternate sites sought, farther 
removed from population centers and water 
sources where the chance of the landfill 
becoming a health hazard are greatly 
reduced. 

Beyond these points, all other testimony is 
relatively insignificant. _ ' 

We encourage Antioch residents and 
others concerned about this site, to expend 
all of the energy necessary to successfully 
fight this siting. We believe the community 
as well as your children and grandchildren 
will benefit greatly/rom those efforts.

Piskin - said he has worked with Waste 
Management on one other case since the 
company's inception. Piskin said he did not 
know how much he charged Waste 
Management for that case or how much he 
would charge them for this case. ' 
. Piskin also testified to the fact that the 
proposed landfill site is made of im- 
permeable clay which more than meets the 
IEPA requirements for permeability and 
that seven test. borings from the proposed 
site indicate that there are no extensive sand 
lenses (veins of sand which could cause 
leakage from the site into the village's water 
aquifer) running through the /site's clay 
liner. ' • . 

• Piskin also pointed out that the thickness of 
the clay liner is seven times' thicker than 



required by the IEPA and that the final 
ground cover for the site will be four feet and. 
not the required two feet. - i 

Piskin said it was his opinion that the site 
was a suitable one. ■ 

Clark discovered through cross- 
examination that one of the test borings is 300 
feet from the western perimeter of tjfee site, 
one if 400 feet from that edge and arfother is 
400 feet west of the site. Clark asked Piskin ifi 
the fact that the borings. were made about : 
half the width of the site distance away from 
the site would lessen the credibility of the . 
boring findings. Piskin said no.- 

Piskin also said that Waste Management 
^will monitor the site three years ' after* 
closure, despite the fact he testified that 25 
percent of the settling of the final cover will* 
take place in two years and that 90 percent 
•will take place during the first five yea rs. 



Unless the final cover is cared for, it could 
crack, allowing a larger amount of water 
than intended to seep into the ground, which 
"could cause a bathtub effect, according to 
Piskin. 

Clark asked, Piskin if it was not possible 
that "one inch under the last dig of the 
shOvel, if artesian pressure in a sand layer 
and the thickness of the (clay) material 
would not be enough and (the water) could 
rip up through the clay," forming a per- 
meable path through which Ieachates could 
move quickly. Piskin said it would be 
possible to have a sand lens six inches below 
the last dig of the shove which could be un- 
detectedrbut he 'felt it did not constitute a.
